grain. 


The old lumber days are gone. Lincoln county and Mara- 


thon county are now "agricultural counties."

The old timer who goes back to northern Wisconsin after 


an absence of years is struck by the wpnderfoj agricultural de- 
velopment that has taken place there. True, it was a hard job 
to get the old pine stumps to give up their hold on the land but 
the job was worth the struggle. 


A visit to Lincoln county just now-shows record breaking 


crops. Farmers this year have not the barn space in which to 
store the mammoth hay crop. 
Corn is in excellent shape. 


Farmers are prosperous. 
Many a lumberjack who, twenty 


years ago had the sense to buy some land, now has a farm worth 
from 515.000 to 535,000.

A 


-GREAT 
transformation, 
has 


taken- place in the Fox River 


Valley since the New York settle- 
ment within . the past century. 
At 


one time' Wisconsin was considered 
by Secretary of War John d. Cal- 
houn as a fitting place to establish 
an Indian state. It was with this 
view in mind that New York Indians 
were induced to emigrate here in 
1821 and later and establish their 
homes in thi.Fox River Valley. How 
rapid has been the transformation 
of the Indians in this new W-sconsin 
home is indicated by the fact that 
the bureau of Indian affairs of the 
federal government has discontinued 
the agency and school located at 
Oneida reservation near Green Bay. 
A'ready a movement has been inaug- 
urated among the farmers of Brown, 
Outagamie, Oconto, Waupaca and' 
other counties' to have the school 
buildings arid dormitory which serv- 
ed as a school turned into an inter- 
county agricultural school and ex- 
periment station. 


The Oneida Indians have a fasci- 


nating history, .inseparably linked 
with the strange story of Rev. Elez- 
ier Williams, an Episcopal clergy- 
man, 
who early ia the last century 


attempted to establish his claim to 
the throne of France. 


Williams as a King 


It was while working as a mission- 


ary among the New York Indians, 
especially the Oneidas, that 
Rev. 


Williams with others conceived the 
plan of moving the New York In- 
dians to their western home. In 
1821 Williams, then about 33 years 
of age returned to Green' Bay with 
a large and enthusiastic delegation 
of New York chiefs and headsmen^ 
interested in the project, their con- 
veyance being the first steamer to 
appear o^ Lake Michigan. This nov- 
el craft bore the pictur^cque name 
borrowed from the Indians, of Wnlk- 
in-the-Water. An arrangement was 
made with the Winnebago and Me- 
nominee Indians about Green Bay 
for the purchase of certain 
lands. 


Some differences arose and a second 
settlement with the Menominee In- 
dians was necessary during the next 
year. The New York Indians immi- 
grated from time to time in bands 
and settled on their purchase. A 
picturesque story has, been left by 
Albert G. Ellis, an eye witness, who 
tells of the welcoming of the New 
York Indians iby the 
Wisconsin 


tribesmen near Green Bay in 1821. 


"Such an assemblage • of wild In- 


dians," declared Mr. Ellis, young and 
old, women and papooses, was sel- 
dom seen. Of the two tribes, there 
could not have been less than five 
thousand souls, besides the 
New 


Yorkers, the French, the half breeds, 
and Americans. The best specimen 
of Indian character, and especially 
of a war dance, ever seen by 
the 


writer, was there given for several 
days. The Winnebagos of that day 
at least exhibited the largest, mosi 
perfectly formed set of both men 
ajid women, almost ever seen any- 
where. The great display of action 
and muscle in these dances, struck 
the beholder with admiration and 
terror. The ring round the dancers 
contained several thousand, all sing- 
ing in chorus t<J the lead of the 
chief drummer the voices of the Win- 
nebago women prevailing in. clarion 
tones above the whole. • 


Treaties are Made 


"The payment of the fifteen hun- 


dred dollars worth of goods, was 
made with as much ceremony as pos- 
sible by the delegates, accompanied 
by a -set speech setting forth tho 
great advantages that would be de- 
rived to their Western brethren by 
their settling among them. After 
the payment and the proper receipts 
of acknowledgment of the treaties, 
followed feastin-, dancing, and 
a 


general hilarity for two days. The 
delegates then invited the Menomi- 
nees and Winnebagoes to a formal 


council, and renewed the-effort for 
a further extension of 
territory. 


Every argument and-a most liberal 
offer in the shape of annuities for 
ten years," were proposed' in, vain. 
The'-Winnebagoes gave the-'answer, 
stoutly refusing fi^ther negotiations. 
That tribe soon left in a body to re- 
pair, to their hut*. The Menominees 
lingered and were again got into 
council with tb^ delegates, which 
conference 
continued for 
several 


days, "and finally resulted in the 
great transaction which gave the 
New York Indians the foothold on 
Fox Eiver. which they have in part 
maintained to this day. The Me- 
nominees, for a trifling considera- 
tion, ceded to the New York Indians 
a right in common to the whole of 
their lands. Although some two of 
the principal chiefs were not pres- 
ent to join in this important cession, 
this treaty, as well as one of the 
previous year, were approved by the 
President, and the New York In- 
dians thereby recognized as joint 
owners with the Menomineee of all 
their immense territories compris- 
ing nearly half of the state .of Wis- 
consin." 
I 


Found a Confederacy 


It has since been claimed that the 


real idea-in the'mind of Rev. Eleziel 
Williams was to establish'an Indian 
confederacy in Wisconsin in which 
he would be the chief tribesman rul- 
er. If such was his plarii.it came to 
naught by reason of the ..rapid set- 
tlement in Wisconsin in the 
few 


years following the coming of New 
York Indians. 
( 


The relations between the people 


of Wisconsin and the Oneida In- 
dians have been unusually cordial. 
The agency has been 
maintained 


with a high standard. The Indians 
had been educated and have become 
industrious farmers and tradesmen. 
From records furnished by Superin- 
tendent J. C. Hart, 
formerly of 


Oneida Reservation at Green Bay, 
there were 140 Oneidas in the serv- 
ice of _the U. S. in the war against 
Germany and 41 of them were volun- 
teers. About one-tenth of the male 
population of the reservation fought 
for Uncle Sam in the world war. 
Six deaths Were reported, three kill- 
ed in action or <iied of wounds and 
three \died of disease. The Oneida 
Indians were represented in nearly 
all branches, artillery, infantry, cav- 
alry,' medical 
and_ transportation 


and their record is one'of which 
their friends may well be proud. 


The closing of the Oneida school 


and agency near Green Bay simply 
indicates that the Oneida Indian has 
made such progress in, the past cen- 
tury to entitle him to- all consider- 
ations due to citizenship in Wiscon- 
sin.
